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Stages 8 and 9 to proceed 
Council resolves 
development of 
Lacombe Park 


Mr. M. Rogers and Mr. 
Don Price, representatives of 
BACM, were at the special 
meeting of council on April 1 
to resolve and discuss Stage 
8 and 9 of Lacombe Park. 
Council agreed to develop- 
ment of Stage 8 condition- 
ally. 

**We would like to resolve 
Stage 9 tonight,’ said Mr. 
Rogers, ‘‘because the future 
residents in the area are our 
concern as they are BACM’s 
concern. We want to see 
Lacombe Park finished.”’ 

Mr. Rogers noted that 
plans for Stage 9 had been 
submitted (Jan. 23) based on 
the same standards as 
Akinsdale and he pointed out 
that $350 per lot had been 
volunteered for use within 
the area. Mr. Rogers ex- 
plained that BACM was 
willing to look at the ‘‘total 
request for levies in respect 
to the need within the total 
sector’’ in terms of open 
space, roads, etcetera. 

“If having completed the 
General Plan you prove the 
need for more open space 
than we have shown in the 
Lacombe Park neighbour- 
hood,’’ Mr. Rogers said, 
‘and if these new standards 
are to be applied throughout 
the town, then we would not 
hesitate to make up whatever 
is short.” 

Mr. Don Price outlined the 
plan of development of Stage 
9 and pointed out that the 
original plan submitted had

approximately 20 acres of 
open space ‘‘based on dis- 
cussions we had previously 
with the school boards. Mr. 
Wayne Gordon, town plan- 
ner, had put forward a plan 
calling for about 40 acres of 
open space. 

‘The solution that we have 
now reached,”’ Mr. Price 
stated, ‘‘that I believe is 
satisfactory to Mr. Gordon, 
entails two schools with a 
slightly different distribution 
of-the 31 acres of open 
space.’' Mr. Price said that 
he believed that Mr. Gordon 
accepts the 31.5 acres for 
open space which he said 
represented 14.4 per cent of

‘This is comparable to the 
Akinsdale situation,’’ said 
Mr. Price.

Mr. Price explained that 
existing road allowances 
prior to development should 
be transferred to BACM who 
are providing roads within

Planner discusses 
development 


An interview was con- 
ducted with Mr. Wayne 
Gordon, town planner, re- 


garding the development of 


Stages 8 and 9 in Lacombe 
Park. 

Mr. Gordon explained that 
Stage 8 had been approved 
by the E.R.P.C. in October 


1973 and the linen was 
forwarded to the town 
around the time of the 


election. Registration of the 
plan was not completed in 
time, within the one year 
limit for E.R.P.C. approval. 

This Stage 8 linen did not 
get registered in that one

The trouble to 
motorists and other members of the public will have been worth it however as the new 
waterline will double St. Albert’s water intake over last year’s. 


St. Albert residents inconvenienced 
for water in plenty 


Thick smoke, shifting 
parking places and the 
occasional hassle getting 
through Sunset Boulevard 
as St. Albert's new water 
main is constructed will 
soon be over. 

That was the assurance 
of Town Engineer Jan 
Maandag concerning the $1 
million water line which 
will almost double the 
town's water supply once it 
goes through. 

A tight scheduling of the 
construction is in order so 
that 1950 gallons of water 
per minute can get into 
town taps compared with 


the previous 1,000. 

The new source will come 
from Edmonton and a 
twinned pipe system will 
supply water to the town 
reservoir and redistribute it 
throughout St. Albert. 

The twinned pipes will 
also mean that Sunset 
Boulevard will not have to 
be dug out twice by the 
contractors S. Pawliuk who 
were awarded a $300,000 
contract for the waterline 
construction, About one 
third of one side of the 
boulevard is affected by the 
construction. Mr. Maandag 
said that the contractors 


had been required by the 
town to inform people on 
the side most affected by 
trenching, of the encroach- 
ments to access on their 
driveways. 

Smoke has sometimes 
been a hazard to drivers 
passing through the boule- 
vard as straw was burnt to 
melt down the five foot 
depth of frost beneath the 
pavement surface. How- 
ever the contractor 
been careful to station 
personnel with “Stop Go" 
signs at critical times or 
points along the boulevard.

Mr. Maandag said that 
one of the unfortunate 
aspects of the development 
was the inconvenience to

A repeat of last summ- 
er's water shortage is 
therefore an impossibility 
unless there is an ‘‘Act of 
God."’ 

It will take another three 
weeks before the worst of 
the engineering problems 
on the boulevard are over- 
come, but Mr. Maandag 
said that people should still’ 
be able to use the street. 

‘lt would be unbearable 
to close off the street,”’ he 
added. 

He said there had been 
some difficulty with the 
pipe supply bought by the 
town but more was coming 
in now and this would 
hasten the backfilling op- 
eration. 

St. Albert is connecting 
to an 18 inch waterline from 
the City of Edmonton for 
the extra supply of water - 
at 127th Street. 

So when the spring and 
summer comes, St. Albert 
residents should have easy 
consciences when they turn 
on the sprinklers at full 
blast to get their flowers 
and cabbages growing once 
more. 

A number of No Parking 
Signs have been put up 
alongside the waterline wor- 
ks along the boulevard. 
These are just temporary. 
The town placed them there 
so that the contractor's 
trucks would have room to 
load dirt and also so that 
buses would be able to make 
their way through the area 
during the time of construc- 
tion.

cost in the range of $350 per 
lot and that there were about 
1,000 lots in the develop- 
ment. He stressed that this 
contribution was strictly on 
the basis of neighborhood 
facilities. 

‘*What the new council 
wanted,"’ said Mr. Gordon, 
‘‘was BACM to at least do 
the same for the Stage 8 
development.’ Mr. Gordon 
explained that along with 
this, another point of con- 
tention was ‘‘tying down the 
Stage 9 area,’’ because the 
bulk of the open space had 
been allocated in this stage 
of development. 

Mr. Gordon noted that 
Stage 9 encompasses appro- 
ximately 50 acres, of which 
some 20 acres will be 
developable as lots, with the 
remaining being allocated to 
community uses. 

The original Stage 9 plan 
came in with only about 16 
acres for community uses in 
the central area, and they 
subsequently revised the 
plan to have about 38.5 acres 
for this purpose, said Mr. 
Gordon. 

The 38.5 area will acc- 
ommodate the school sites 
along with recreation needs 
of the Lacombe Park devel- 
opment. The school boards 
need some guarantee that 
they have property to go 
along with their statement of 
need, the planner pointed 
out, and BACM have indica- 
ted that they will advance the 
Stage 9 plan for registration 
as expeditiously as possible. 

‘In any event they have 
indicated that if the plan is 
not registered, they will 
allow access to the property 
for the purposes of school 
construction,’” Mr. Gordon 
said. 

Mr. Gordon reports that 
there are about 300 lots in 
Stage 8 and about 100 lots in 
Stage 9, a total of 400 lots. 
The population of the area 
(based on an approximate 
figure of four persons per 
household) would be nearly 
1,600 persons. 

‘*As far as the Stage 9 
area, once that is registered, 
there is very little land within 
the corporate limits at the 
north which remain undevel- 
oped,’ Mr. Gordon stated. 
He explained that there is 
the 100 acre parcel owned by 
the Oblates north of Mce- 
Kenny Avenue but this is 
outside the Lacome Park 
area. He pointed out that 
with the approval of Stage 8 
and 9, there was no commit- 
ment to BACM of further 
development in the area. 

Mr. Gordon stated that 
there are some additional 
lands in the northern area of 
the town for annexation but 
he stated that ‘we don't feel 


(annexation) is going to be a 
question until we're further 
along with our General Plan 
work,”’

Package Recreational Complex sited on Oblate property 


St. Albert's town council 
voted 6 to | in favour of a 
coalescent recreational facil- 
ity and voted 6 to 1 in favour 
of its location on the Oblate 
property (formerly used as 
the rodeo grounds) during a 
lengthy special meeting of 
council held on April 1 and 2. 

Coun. Rod Throndson vot- 
ed against both motions (the 
former moved by Coun. 
Myrna Fyfe and the latter 
moved by Coun. Frank 
Lukay) stating that he felt 
that the decisions were being 
prematurely made and that 
the Fountain Park site would 
be more suitable for the 
location of the recreational 
complex package. 

The decision to pursue a 
package facility was spurred 
by comments made by Coun. 
Margaret Smith who stated 
that there is a certain amount 
of necessity to commence 
making decisions on the 
matter in light of the lack of 
recreation facilities in the 
community and the pressure 
upon both the council and the 
parks and recreation board to 
provide such facilities. 

Mrs. Smith also noted that 
there is a need to get the 
proposals before the pro- 
vincial authorities and a need 
for the citizens of the 
community to get behind 
those striving to get the 
provincial grants quickly so 
that the project is underway 
in the near future. She 
pointed out that St. Albert 
cannot wait 10 years for the 
types of facilities being pro- 
posed. 

Mrs. L. Wood, Mr. John 
Graves, Mrs. Shirley McCaf- 
fery, Dr. Cuts and Dr. 
Albrecht wished to speak on 
aspects of concern in the 
recreational facility. Mrs. 
Wood spoke in support of a 
greater allotment to the 
racquet sports area, enough 
for four courts, which she 
said would not hamper 
private development of facil- 
ities of this type. Mr. Grave 
felt that the pool as proposed 
would not be suitable for 
recreational swimming and 
someone could drown at the 
deep end. While he felt the 
pool seemed better suited for 
competitive swimming he 
also urged that there be a 
separate diving pool and a 
levelling off to a maximum 
depth of 4° 6"’. 

Mrs. Shirley McCaffery 
felt that the pool should be 
split from the arena and 
other components, and- con- 
structed in conjunction with 
an addition to the Paul Kane 
High School expected to 
commence this summer. 
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Dr. Cuts reacted strongly 
to comments which arose 
regarding presentation of the 
concerns and rationale of the 
school board formerly to the 
parks and rec. board while 
they were deliberating. He 
affirmed that presentation of 
the ‘“‘pink paper’’ which 
listed the rationale behind 
the school boards request to 
have the pool constructed as 
an addition to Paul Kane 
School was submitted to the 
recreation board along with 
the town council. Mr. D. 
Bjornson, chairman of the 
recreation board stated that 
the first information he got of 
the school board's submiss- 
ion was the day of the users’ 
public meeting. 

Dr. Albrecht urged a 
greater emphasis on par- 
ticipation rather than specta- 
tors. From a health point of 
view he felt that a jogging 
track was not as beneficial as 
greater allocation to the 
racquet sports area. 

Aiding council to reach a 
decision regarding a coales- 
cent facility rather than the 
‘split’ of the pool from the 
arena and the other compon- 
ents was information supp- 
lied by Mr. Don McCoy, 
Phillips-Barratt representa- 
tive, Mr. Bernie March, 
recreation director, and Coun 
Barry Breadner.

A 40° 
by 42° diving pool and an 
eight lane pool of shallow 
depth would cost $1.5 mill- 
ion.

Motions regarding the 
budget for the recreational 
project numbered four. Coun 
Wetsch moved that the 
budget for the package be 
$4.4 million and it carried 7 
to 0. 

The total package proposal 
presented was estimated to 
cost $4.615 million. The 
figure for the pool quoted at 
the meeting was $1.4 million, 
the arena was quoted at $2.1 
million, the theatre was 
$.450 million, arts and crafts 
$.175, racquet courts $.140, 
and the core area $.350. 

Tallying the figures show- 
ed that the project was $.4 
above the figure that the 
council had felt willing to see 
expended for the project. 
Coun. Fyfe moved that the 
theatre be removed from the 
plan for the complex and this 
motion carried 4 to 3. Within 
Mrs. Fyfe’s motion was the 
intent that the theatre be 
considered when the civic 
centre is being planned for 
possible inclusion in that 
project. 

Coun. Breadner moved 
that if room can be found 
when the facility is in its final 
stage of planning, an exer- 
cise room be included. This 
motion carried 7 to 0. 

Coun. Wetsch moved that 
staff be authorized to pre- 
pare an agreement for the 
leasing of the Oblate site.

Coun. Throndson moved 
that before a contract is 
signed with the architect for 
a multi-purpose facility it be 
brought before council for 
discussion and_ ratification. 
He also expressed concern 
regarding control of expen- 
ditures in the recreational 
facility's budget, travel clau- 


ses tor the architects, any 
charges incurred if the pro 
ject has to be shelved, basing 
fees for the architect on the 
estimates of construction or 
the lowest tender (whichever 
is lower), and who will 
enforce warranties and per- 
formance.

I would like to correct

PARK DEVELOPMENT IN THE 
FOREST LAWN NEIGHBOURHOOD 

The Town of St. Albert has an excellent park system; 
however, the lag between the time actual development 
commences and the time the parks are ready for utilization 
by the populace has proven to be frustrating for a number of 
residents living in new neighbourhoods. The council has 
taken steps to reduce the previous delay of approximately 
three years to approximately one year. 

The following information provided by the parks 
planner/landscape architect outlines the work which will be 
done - subject to budgeting limitations - in the parks and 
ravines contained in the Forest Lawn neighbourhood. It is 
felt that the quality of life in this section of St. Albert will be 
quality enhanced by the completion of this work by the 
developer and by the town. 

I shall take the opportunity of outlining the work 
scheduled for other segments of the town’s park system in 
future columns.

#1 FOUNTAIN PARK 


DEVELOPER RESPONSIBILITY 
Pouring of concrete sidewalks and retaining walls, flower 
bed curbs, culverts, drainage, fountain rondell.

Sodding and grass seeding.

The total collection that first 
day was $26.40. 

Desjardins organized only 
one new caisse populaire the 
following year, in 1901. It 
was four more years before a 
third would be added. It was 
a slow start, but the funda- 
mentals of self-help, thrift, 
and credit were established. 

Today, there are more 
than 27,000 credit unions in 
North America, more than 35 
million members, and more 
than $37 billion in assets. 
And these credit unions’ 
influence has reached to 
every corner of North Ameri- 
ca. They support self-help 
programs on every continent. 

As we look back on those 
75; VOOrs,. At tay Wel. 40 
remember that the United 
States movement, like Can- 
ada’s, grew from the roots of 
Desjardins’ first caisse pop- 
ulaires in Quebec. 

In 1907 Desjardins went to 
Manchester, New Hamp- 
shire at the invitation of 
Monsignore Hevey. It was 
there that Desjardins esta- 
blished the first credit union 
in the United States, at St. 
Mary’s Parish. 

What kind of man was 
Desjardins? 

It is said that he was 
motivated not by selfish 
ambition or desire for per- 
sonal gain but by concern to 
help the poor combat econo- 
mic hardship . . . and that he 
was prepared to make great 
sacrifices, and to give un- 
stintingly of his time, effort, 
and money. 

One side of his motivation 
is revealed by his own words, 
quoted in the book, Desjar- 
dins Cooperative Movement, 
by Rosario Tremblay: 

‘The social and economic 
institution of caisses popu- 
laires .. . being proper tools 
to many fruitful activities and 
forming an integrated unit, 
may, by its successes, bring 
about a deep and beneficient 
evolution to our country.”’ 

Desjardins’ work began 
only 75 years ago.

Study European Life 
in Poland and 
the Ukraine 


This summer the Univer- 
sity of Alberta is offering a 
summer session course whi- 
ch will take participants to 
the Ukraine and Poland. 

The travel-study course is 
an interdisciplinary study of 
society and life in Eastern 
Europe with intensive study 
of social, economic, and 
cultural aspects of the 
modern Ukraine and Poland.
